Einstein’s youth were revealed here this week by his cousin, Mrs, 
Victoria Wolff, now a Hollywood foreign correspondent and nov- 


elist. ” 


It was in 1918 that Mrs. Wolff recalls that the scientist’s 


mother worried about Einstein. 
“He had just gotten divorced. 
And, if that weren’t upsetting he 
had quit his job as assistant pro- 
fessor at the University of Zu- 
rich.” 

He had left the job and gone 
home to Heilbron to. prove. that 
his doctorate thesis was wrong, 
relates Mrs. Wolff. It was in 
disproving his original thesis 
that Einstein developed his gen- 
eral theory of relativity. 

Mrs. Wolff remembers. that 
her father hired Einstein as her 
tutor. “How I used to hate it. 
It was summer and all the 
other children were 
swimming,” she says. 

“I was very impressed by 
him, but not as a teacher. He 
played the violin beautifully and 
sometimes he’d play for me. He 
had such sensitive fingers and 
with his flying dark hair, even 
then, it went in all directions— 
I couldn’t understand when he 
didn’t want to be a’ musician, 
instead of a dull mathematician.” 

After four weeks, EinStein 
told his cousin she shouldn’t 


waste her time, that he “couldn’t 
make her a_= mathematical 


genius.” 

Einstein murmured: “You be 
a good housewife and you'll be 
much happier.” 


Oldest Synagog 
In Germany 
To Be Rebuilt 


WORMS. Germany—The Ger- 
man federal government, the 
government of the Rhineland- 
Palatinate, and the local admin- 
istration here have agreed to 
pay part of the cost of recon- 
structing the oldest synagog in 
Germany here.

The bill introduced into the 
Assemblyman 
Jesse Unruh of Los Angeles was 
proposed by the B'nai _ B'rith 
Anti-Defamation league’s Pacific 
Southwest Regional office to 
prevent disenfranchisement of 
Jews during years when Elec. 
tion Day coincides with one of 
the Jewish High Holidays. The 
law will go into effect on Sep- 
tember 7. 

Prior to the enactment of the 
amendment, only persons absent 
from their election precinct or 
unable to go to the polls because 
of illness could vote by absentee 
ballot,

Pinkhos Churgin’s father was the famous rabbi of Wolozin, Russia; one of his daughters, Betty, 
teaches musicology at Vassar; another daughter, Naomi, teaches English and history, and two of 


his brothers are well-known scholars.

even then in Palestine, and ho 
Jonger in Russia, he was already 
determined to become a scholar. 

Teaching in Israel had to wait 
a long time, however. 

After he got his Ph.D from 
Yale in 1922, Dr. Churgin devoted 
himself to Yeshiva university 
and the Mizrachi movement. 

At Yeshiva university, he 
worked up to dean of the Teach- 
ers’ institute and became one of 
the most popular professors of 
history in this country. 

* * + 

IN MIZRACHI, he launched 
his pet idea of an American- 
style university in Israel. Miz- 
rachi accepted and adopted his 
project during the 1952 conven- 
tion. 

Bar Ilan is beginning this fall 
with a pilot enrollment of 150 
students. This mumber, Dean 
Churgin believes. is quite suffi- 
cient, since the school does not 
yet have the facilities for a 
heavy enrollment. 

In a few years, however, Dean 
Churgin believes. that “one or 
two years at Bar Ilan will be- 
come a must for religious U. S. 
youth.” 

The prospects for girls also 
look bright to him. Professor 
Churgin feels that special courses 
in home economics and training 
for dieticians will raise the per- 
centage of coeds.

In 1804 when your family 
name first came into being there was one Jewish family 
in Szolkow, It is reasonable’to assume that it was your 
ancestor’s.

MANDZUCH is a very interesting Jewish family name. It 

is taken from the Polish name of a kitchen delicacy. 
The name of the delicacy was “mondrzyk.” It consisted 
of cheese made from sweet milk. The cheese was cut into 
round disks and served fried in butter. What your family’s 
relationship to this dish was is difficult to assess. Perhaps 
one of your ancestors was fond of the concoction and got 
his name by way of a well-meaning nickname. Or he may 


‘have been in the dairy or restaurant business.

What is its origin? 


NOL is a name of geographical derivation. It is an 
abbreviation of the name of the town of Naliboki, situated 
about 100 miles from Vilna in Lithuania. The town was 
famous for its occurrence of rich iron ore which was 
processed in a great local foundry. The change of name 
to Noel is not too inappropriate. Noel is the last half of 
the Hebrew name Emanoel, mentioned in a French Christ- 
mas hymn. It is due to that hymn that the feast itself was 
named Noel in French.

ONE OF THE LATEST de- 
velopments in this area, which 
came prominently to the fore 
during the international confer- 
ence in Tel Aviv, was the so- 
called Verdi Plan or Private 
Point Four Program. The San 
Francisco Zionist has for sev- 
eral years been carrying On a 
stubborn one-man campaign to 
promote the mobilization of the 
know-how, experience and tal- 
ents of American business and 
industrial leaders in. behalf of 
Israel firms whfch frequently 
flounder for lack of experience 
or able advice. 

Verdi talked bluntly to the 
conference. and his words were 
quoted in many papers. The 
American businessman, he said, 
is seldom approached for the 
help he can best offer. “You ask 
him for contributions; you ask 
him to buy bonds; you ask him 
to buy a Zionist shekel—but his 
most valuable potentia] aid—his 
experience and know-how—have 
been neglected.” 


HIS WORDS set the keynote 
for the entire conference, and 
before adjournment the Verdi 
plan was officially adopted, and 
the American Israel Chamber 
charged with its adoption. Now 
much depends on the ‘implemen- 
tation. On the one hand, a sur- 
vey should be made of Israel 
business and industrial firms to 
determine the nature of their 
problems: processing, packag- 
ing, merchandising, etc, and a 
parallel survey made of a se- 
lected list- of American Jewish 
businessmen to ascertain the de- 
gree of their willingness to co- 
operate. The coordinating agency 
will then have the task of match- 
ing up the needs with the know- 
how resources available, If exe- 
cuted on the scale conceived by 
Verdi, this project can become 
a massive program of economic 
aid, marshalling the best of 
American skills and talents for 
Israel, 

I don’t know if the officials 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
have the vision to see this thing 
in its true perspective, but if 
there is any faltering, the ZOA 
should be ready to add the 
weight of its prestige and power 





in behalf of the program.

These lines are typed on Thursday, July 28, when the first 
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reports of the results of the elections in Israel are in. 

As I see it, it is a vote for a tough policy abroad and for a 
policy of good administration and high productivity at home. To 
show the former, the citizens increased the strength of the Heryt 


and the Ahdut Ha’avodah. To 
show the latter, they decreased 
the strength of Mapai and the 
General Zionists, both of which 
have been guilty of partisanship, 
patronage, inefficiency and mo- 
nopolistic practices. 

Some months ago Ben-Gurion 
said to his army: “It is not 
what the Gentiles say that is 
important; it is what the Jews: 
do.” This is not the philosophy 
of the whole party of Mapai, of 
which Ben-Gurion is leader; it 
is certainly not the standpoint 
of Moshe Sharett, who is No. 2 
leader of Mapai. 

We may assume that at least 
half of the 32 per cent of the 
votes which went to Mapai en- 
dorsed that standpoint; that at 
least two-thirds of the 15 
cent of the votes which went to; 
the Religious Front are militant- 
minded; that all of the 93 per 
cent that went to Ahdut Ha’avo- 
dah and all of the 14 per cent that 
went to Herut go further than 
Ben-Gurion. We may also as- 
sume that half of the votes that 
went te the General Zionists 
(11 per cent) are so minded.

EFFORTS HAVE since been 
made to preserve the time-hon-

(Edw. B. Marks Music Corp., 
292 pp.. $10). 

Produced under a grant from 
the Jewish Agency, Vinaver’s 
outsize volume (9% x 12) is 
composed of 103 musical ex- 
amples, carefully annotated and

FINE ‘ANTHOLOGY OF JEWISH MUSIC’ 
IS PRICELESS RECORD OF HERITAGE 


The notation of. Jewish music is much a thing of the present, since only within the last cen- 
tury have composers of Sabbath and religious music begun to set their compositions on paper. 
Within the last two decades or so, musicologists have seen with alarm that the East European - 
era, a period which produced most of what we know as Jewish music, was in danger of permanent 





The reproduction by Vinaver is 
from the manuscript which re- 
poses in Hebrew | University, 
Jerusalem, If not for Vinaver or 
another dedicated musicologist, 
might not such a recitative and 
hundreds like it lay forgotten 
in vaults? 

IN “HYMNS fer the Sabbath 
Table,” there is a version of 
“Sholom Aleychem” sung to the 
author by Mrs. Tessie Verlinsky 
of New York, who remembered 
it as sung by her fatther Rabbi 
Joseph Verlinsky in  Bagirod, 
Poland, “Azameyr Bish’vochin,” 
with words by the 16th Century 
Rabbi Isaac Luria, was picked 
up by. Vinaver in Berlin, in 1928, 
from a melody attributed to 
Rabbi Nachman of _ Bratslav, 
great-grandson of the Baal Shem 
Tov. “M’nuchoh V’simchoh,” 
sung by members of the Cohen- 
Danciger family of New York, 
heard it from their parents, Reb 
Yakov Yom Tov Lipman Ha 
Cohen and Rachel Zisla Rasha. 

And in the section devoted to 
Chassidic Nigunim, gladness 
leaps from the printed page. 
There are no formal words, but 
“da da da dam dam,” or “yam 
bam bam,” or “oi oi oi yo yo,” 
or “ba ba ba bay bay.” In direct 
contrast is Arnold Schoenberg’s 
Psalm 130 (Op. 50b), written ex- 
pressly for the anthology, after 
“Shir Hamaalos Mimaamakim,” 
an ancient Chasidic recitative 


heard by Vinaver in Poland, in 
1910. 

The varieties and treasures are 
many; and Vinaver’s book is very 
much for the layman. Lacking 
a piano, anyone with a fine ear 
can pick up most of ‘the songs 
in this timeless agenda and 
make them live again. You will 
surely hope that the road ahead 
for Vinaver in the execution of 
future volumes is as easy and 
uncomplicated as adequate funds

THE JEWISH Theological 
Seminary of America’s library 
in New York has received two 
gifts which are of significant 


importance in the field of Amer- 
ican Jewish history, 

Benjamin Lazrus,~Manhattan, 
president of the Benrus Watch 
co., presented the library with 
a bound set of HATZOFE BE- 
ERETZ HA-HADASHA, the first 
all-Hebrew newspaper published 


in the United States, 
The second volume, gift of 
Henry Schechter, Brooklyn, a 


nephew of Dr. Solomon Schech- 
ter, seminary president from 
1902 until 1915, is a liturgical 
volume for fast days, “Seder 
Arba To’aniyyot,” printed in 
Hebrew in Amsterdam in 1658. 
This book bears evidence of hav- 
ing been used by a Jew in Bar- 
bados in 1659. Later it was 
brought to America and became 
the property of Samuel Neph- 
tal of New York in 1721. In 
1738, his widow, Mrs. Rachel 
Nephtal, gave the book to her 
grandson, Judah Pinto, a mem- 
ber of the Jewish family which 


figured prominently in the 
American Revolution. ; 
The newspaper, HATZOFE 


_BE-ERETZ HA-HADASHA, be- 
gan publication on July 11, 1871. 
An eight-page paper, it sold for 
10c a cOpy and contained two 
sections, The first was made up 
of editorials and information on 
Jewish life throughout the 








world; the second was devoted 
to scholarly and literary expres- 
sion. The latter section demon- 
strates the editor’s determina- 
tion to help immigrants in their 
adjustment to their new sur- 
roundings, with such articles as 
“The History of George Wash- 
ington” and “Recent Develop- 
ments in Electricity and Astron- 
omy.” No complete set of the 
newspaper has survived to the 


present day.

ABOUT THREE MONTHS ago 
there occurred the publication 
of a book which has unaccount- 
ably received a minimum. of pub- 
licity commensurate with its 
worth. It is the Septuagint Bible 
(Falcon’s Wing Press $6.50), in 
the translation of Charles Thom- 
son, secretary of the Continental 
Congress, as edited, revised and 
enlarged by C. A. Muses. 

The Septuagint (meaning sev- 
énty, and referring to the approx- 
imate number of __ traditional 
translators) is the only version 
of the Old Testament dating from 
the Third Century before the 
Common Era, being then begun to 
be translated from Hebrew and 
later Aramaic originals that were 
already in those early times the 
oldest original manuscripts of 
the Bible in existence. These an- 


cient writings were lost, but not 
before they had been translated 
into Greek during the reign of 
Ptolemy II. 

It is the translatior into Eng- 
lish of this Greek version that 
occupied the last 20 years of 
Thomson’s life, and until now had 
never been made available to the 
public. Thomson’s massive schol- 
arship, unaided by the research 
and library. resources available 
today, and Muses reverential and 
painstaking editing, appear to 
have much of the power of the 
King James version, together 
with much of the clarity of the 
recent Standard Revised version. 

A thorough discussion of the 
Septuagint is, of course, not pos- 
sible in this limited space, but 
from my vantage point, it seemed 
important to bring this edition 
to your notice. Since every home 
should have in it a well-read copy 
of the Old Testament, you would 
de well to add the Septuagint 
Bible to your list of prospective 
bookstore purchases.

FROM THE RABBI’S DESK 

Last week I attended our Rab- 
binical Assembly Convention, 
During the session, Dr. Louis 
Finkelstein, Chancellor of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, ad- 
dressed the congregation. This 
address was one of the high 
points of the convention. I think 
it will help to change the direc- 
tion of the Conservative Rabbi- 
nate. Dr. Finkelstein pleaded 
with us to once more devote our- 
Selves to the Torah. 

_I have been thinking about 
“what he said for the past few 


days and I have come to the fol- 
lowing decision. I will hence- 
forth set aside a definite time 
for Torah study. From now on, 
I will be unavailable to anyone 
on Wednesday mornings from 9 
until noon. Except that a mat- 
ter arise involving life and death 
—and I mean this literally—I wil] 
not answer the phone or discuss 
any item with any individual 
during this period. I will be at 
the Library or at my study in 
the Synagogue. 

During this period, I will de- 
vote myself to the study of the 
Talmud. I will not do anything 
but study Hebrew literature in 
the original. I feel that if we 
are to continue the Torah Tradi- 
tion in Jewish life, those of us 
who are in a position of leader- 
ship must demonstrate by act 
and *deed our allegiance to this 
principle. We are a Torah people 
or we are nothing. 

If you wish to reach me on 
Wednesday morning, merely 
leave a message with our secre- 


tary in the synagogue and I will 


be happy to phone you at noon. 
I am sure you will understand 
my conviction about this matter, 
and I hope that in time individuals 
and small groups within our con- 
gregation will organize to do 
nothing else but study the Torah 
for a set period of time during 
each week. This time must 
never vary and must yield to ab- 
solutely nothing.

UJA SUBSIDY TO PARTIES 
NEEDS TO BE RECONSIDERED 


@ Editor, JEWISH POST: 

In the editorial “A False ‘Ex- 
pose’” in your issue of July 15, 
you write “a certain U.S. anti- 
Zionist publication which hides 
a penchant for dishonest report 
ing behind its anti-Zionist skirts, 
comes forward with the as- 
tounding expose that some $2.25 
million of United Jewish Ap- 
peal funds are allocated annu- 


ally to Zionist parties.” 
It would be only fair to point 
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out to your readers that the re- 
port in question did not origi- 
nate with any American organ- 
ization, but was published orig- 
inally by the YIDDISH ZEI- 
TUNG, Israel's only Yiddish 
newspaper, The editor of this 
paper, Mr. Zanin, wrote on 
March 22 of this year: “From 
the American drive (UJA) the 
parties received the following 
sums, respectively: 
Mizrachi and Labor Mizra- 
chi—$50,000 annually. Gen- 
eral Zionists and Progres- 
sives—$750,000, Agudath Is- 
rael and Labor Agudath Is- 


rael—$450,000, Herut (Bei- 
gin’s Party, Revisionist) i — 
$350,000.” 


To me, it seems very signifi- 
cant that no word of this news 
item, which is. of considerable 
interest to American Jews, ap- 
peared in the Zionist-oriented 
press in this country, which 
makes such a point of playing 
up developments in Israel. The 
“U.S. anti-Zionist publication,” 
to which you refer deserves 
credit, it seems to me, for hav- 
ing made this information avail- 
able to those who have a right 
to know it, and everyone who 
has ever contributed to UJA has 
that right. The reproach of. “dis- 
honest reporting’ could more 
properly be made against those 
publications which had the facts, 
and preferred to suppress them 
as long as they could, 


Your own editorial concedes | 
that certain Israeli political par- 
ties accept subsidies for their 
work in Israel from the UJA in 
return for their agreement not 
to conduct separate fund-raising 
drives in the United States. Your 
editorial also suggests the pos-

’ KEEP IT STRAIGHT 


Like all -movements, U. S. Zionism 
too needs an opposition movement. 

But this opposition must be based on 
certain restraints, and of course, loyalty 
to truth and accuracy. 

That is why we consider it unfor- 
tunate that the anti-Zionists have not 
enlisted on their side publications which 
might present their viewpoint with dig- 
nity and effectiveness. 

In the current issue of The JEWISH 
NEWSLETTER, ‘the following question 
is asked under a heading: “A Sequel: 
The NATIONAL JEWISH POST”: 

“Why are news items like this kept 
from the American press except in the 
columns of The JEWISH NEWSLET- 
TER?” 

This was in reply to our editorial in 
our issue of July 15 excoriating The 
JEWISH NEWSLETTER for the false in- 
nuendoes in its piece, reprinted from an 
Israeli newspaper, disclosing that some 
$2,225,000 in United Jewish Appeal funds 
are annually allocated ‘to U. S. Zionist 
organizations for their constructive work 
in Israel. 

The fact is that The JEWISH NEWS- 
LETTER is not the only publication to 
print this so-called “expose.” 

A publication called ‘The NATIONAL 
JEWISH POST reported the details, to- 
gether with the figures as the amounts 
then stood, in its issue of Dec. 29, 1952, 
and in a number of other editions over 
the years. 

“The allocations for 1951,” The POST 


news item read, “will be similar to those 
for this year, $1.1 million for the Genera] 
Zionists and $1 million for the Mizrachi, 


The allocations were made contingent on 


continuance of Jewish Agency income at 
the 1950 level or higher. The Agency 


indicated that if its income falls, the al- 


locations will be cut proportionately 
down to a minimum of $750,000 for each 
Zionist organization.” 


In a recent issue the same publica.. 


tion charged the U. S. Reform movement 


with deliberate failure to publicize its. 


recently completed deed for land in Jeru- 
salem for its Hebrew Union College 
branch. The JEWISH NEWSLETTER 
said Reform feared it would alienate U.S, 
Reform Jews. This was ridiculous on 
the surface, just as are most of the other 
nasty charges in the same publication 
about Jews. 

The Reform movement has been proud 
to proclaim its belfef and faith in Israel. 

Just for the record again, however, 
the issue of The NATIONAL JEWISH 
POST of Feb. 26, 1954, carried the large 
headline: HEBREW UNION COLLEGE 
PLANNING BRANCH IN JERUSALER 
—DR. GLUECK. 

It’s something of a pity that the anti- : 
Zionist group could not enlist journalis-: 
tic supporters with more integrity and; 
with a sense of balance. There is some+: 
thing to be said for the anti-Zionist posi-, 
tion, and a logical presentation of its 
case by a journal of responsibility, des: 
spite the admitted difficulty involved, 
would be fortunate. 


BADGE OF HONOR 


It may take a little time for the im- 
port to seep through, but if there is any- 
thing that epitomizes in one single act, 
the new independence of the Jew it is 
the offer of the Habimah Theatre of Is- 
rael for the performance of “The Mer- 
chant of Venice.” . 

If we’ve always seen little use in pro- 
testing against this play, which is more 
or less of a classic in the English langu- 
age, we’ve also recognized that there are 
times, especially during the height of 
Father Coughlin’s attacks on Jews or dur- 
ing the heyday of Hitlerism, when the 
production of the play might have led to 
serious consequences. 

But today is not 20 years ago, and to- 
day the Jew has a new spirit, even if he 
doesn’t recognize it because he isn’t able 
to shuffle off his old attitudes and fears. 

But this coup of the Habimah Theatre 
in its offer to the Stratford, Ontario, 


Shakespearean group to come to Israel 
to present Shakespeare’s anti-Semitic 
play, wili free the Jewish spirit, and 
Jews will look on Shylock as they look 
on the feudal system or any other vestige 
of the Dark Ages. 

The time will come when to be’a Jew 
will be like wearing a badge of honor. 

It’s a pity that those today who cringe 
at the name Jew and therefore go into 
all the hardly explainable aberrations 
that cause divisions in Jewish life won't 
live to see this day. 

This offer from the Habimah Theatre 
then is an historic demarcation which 
will be noted by the discerning histor- 
ians as the beginning of the shift from 
the time when the Jew was despised and 
often despised himself, to the time when 
the Jew became a proud bearer of a 
great tradition, and was so recognized 
by the world about him. 


THE FIRST STEP 


The news that Israel has permitted 
Arabs to withdraw some $6 million in 
accounts which were frozen at the time 
these Arabs fled Israel indicates the 
kinds of actions the Israelis must take if 
peace is to be restored to that part of 
the world. 

There was a time in world affairs 
when Israeli armies could have invaded 
the neighboring countries and forced 
their acceptance of the demands of the 
conqueror. In some parts of the world 
that is the practice even today. 

But Israel, unless she is provoked, 


seems determined to live peacefully . 
with her neighbors. 


This policy then imposes.on the Is- 
raelis the necessity for making every - 


concession to the Arabs consistent with 
her sovereignty in order to bring closer : 
the day when peace will be established. 


The freeing of these blocked ac. 


counts is only a first step. 
There must be many more, and as» 
soon as ible, in order to convince — 


the more intelligent of the Arab gov- _ 


ernments of Israel’s sincere desire to 
explore every avenue towards peace. 





an Israeli paper reported that 





be studied seriously with a view 
to either paring down the sub- 
sidies or ending them _alto- 
gether, 

Apparently, then, even you 
have sOme doubts as to the pro- 
priety of the use of UJA funds, 
collected from American Jews 
in the name of philanthropy, for 
subsidies to political parties in 
Israel through the Jewish Agen- 
cy. Many American Jews will 
share those doubts, regardless 
of the explanation of the use to 
which those parties put . the 
funds. . 

If, as you write, this is “noth- 
ing more or less than a tradi- 
tional arrangement made for the 
benefit of fund-raising in the 
US.,” then I would suggest that 
a change in our fund-raising set- 
up is long overdue. 

To sum it up: It is a fact that 


Israeli political parties received 
subsidies from UJA_ funds 
through the Jewish Agency. This 
fact was honestly reported by 
the “U.S. anti-Zionist publica- 
tion” to which your editorial re- 
ferred. You, yourself, admit that 
the facts of the subsidy are true. 
A high UJA official has recently 
confirmed that’ the six Israeli 
parties cited in the YIDDISHE 
ZEITUNG are actually receiv- 
ing such subsidies, and have 
been for many years. Under the 
circumstances, your charge of 
“dishonest reporting” would seem 
to be unjustified- and mislead- 
ing.

If 
we are to be guided by his chro 
nology, Abraham becomes a 
contemporary of the llth dy- 
nasty; Joseph would be the re- 
gent who ended feudalism and 
strengthened the central gov- 
ernment under the 12th; the 
first king of the 13th “knew not 
Joseph” and enslaved the Israel- 
ites, whose exodus spelled dis- 
aster for Egypt, brought about 
the end of the Middle Kingdom, 
soon to be followed by the dark 
ages of the Hyksos-Amu-Amal- 
ekite oppression. 

Only hundreds of years later, 
with Saul’s defeat of Amalek, 
did the New Kingdom arise in 
Egypt. It was here, under the 
famous 18th dynasty, that Is- 
rael and Egypt influenced each 
other greatly. Queen Hatshepsut 
(“Queen of Sheba”) visited King 
Solomon in Jerusalem, and even 
erected a copy.of his Temple in 


our famous “heretic,” Pharaoh 
Amenhotep IV (Akhnaton). not

Rabbis Should 
Learn More

More and more rabbis with 
whom I am acquainted are ex- 
pressing their desire for a posi- 
tion requiring no more than 
about 20 per cent of their time. 
They do not insist that they 
must have so much free time 
for Jewish studies or research; 
they. just maintain that they do 
not wish te become involved 
overly with their congregations* 
problems or programs. In short, 
they refuse to take steps to ful- 
fill their responsibilities — steps 
for which they have been special- 
ly trained (in many cases at the 
expense of the Jewish com- 
munity). 
Apparently, these rabbis pro- 
pose to wait for just those re- 
sponsibilities for which they may 
confidently expect perquisites. 
That this seems to be an ac- 
curate and fair conclusion I de- 
‘vive from De. Finkelstein’s earn- 
est plea at the most recent RAA 
convention for a minimum of 
two hours’ study daily. Other 
clues are the patient smiles on 
the faces of most congregants 
when ~diseussing their rabbis’ 
learning and the vast number of 
rabbis .who have been instru- 
mental in reducing the educa- 
tional standards of their congre- 
gations’ - schools. 
Names and places are avail- 
able, but best left unexpressed. 
With more and more special- 
ists doing the Jewish centers’ 
important work, the rabbis have

may be right or wrong, but, I 
beg of you: more scholarship 
and less sensationalism in a re- 
sponsible paper like yours!
